the state legislature to fix the price 
of North Dakota’s share of the wheat 
crop, as suggested by P. L, Aarhus 
of Fargo, Governor R. A. Nastoe has 
addressed a letter to Mr. Aarhus in 
which he takes issue with other pro­ 
posals made recently by him in a pub­ 
lished letter. 
The governor points out- that if 
the state should guarantee the price 
of wheat the farmer would still have 
his 
financial 
worries as he 
pays 
nearly 70 per cent of ail taxes in the 
state. 
Such a plan would result in 
the farmer taking money from one 
pocket and putting it in another. 
The governor’s letter to Mr. Aar­ 
hus follows: 
“Your letter of the 7th init. already 
published in the pveas of the state, 
just received,, and I am much sur­ 
prised. at youte of tbo'-atatumsnta .and 
proposals contained therein. 
"'You say that, judging by the reso­ 
lutions adopted at the farmer confer­ 
ences around the country, here ap­ 
pears to be a strong sentiment for 
price stablHzution of hard wheat and 
for calling an extra session of con­

Stone Age estim ated t^ he about 
1,000 years old. 
This tomb is situated in Lacka- 
laenga, Skaane, th s ' most southerly 
province of Sweden, and until a short 
time ago it lay buried beneath ten 
different stra ta of esth. 
Built of 
large stone slabs, it has a central 
chamber about ten feet by flve. 
Around it is a circular pavement of 
slabs, from which radiate 4 number 
of curious walks marked by stones. A 
considerable quantity of human and 
animal hones were found, together 
with flint daggers'and spear heads. 
But the most interesting discovery 
was th at of about 7,000 fragm ents of 
ornamented vases, which had been 
thickly strew n outside the tomb.. The 
shattering of these vases probably 
took place, according to the areheolo- 
gists, in connection with heathen re­ 
ligions ceremoniM. 
The shaping of 
ths weapons and the ornam entation 


of the vases indicate an advanced 
civilization. 
The Lackalaenga tom b.is estim ated 
to be about 4,000 years'old, but the 
Swedes 
have 
evidence 
th at 
their 
eountry was inhabited gt least liOOO 
years before this tomb was built. A 
skeleton of th a t period, noh on ex­ 
hibition in Gothenburg, was found 
in an ancient oyster bed, mafiy'miles 
inland'from the present seacoast, at a 
point from which the sea began re­ 
ceding during the Stone Age.

Washington. Aug. 13.—The last 


"mystery land" under the Ameri- 
can flag, a vast stretch of moun- 
tain and plain in northwest Alas- 
ka, now is under exploration by 
the federal government. 


The tract comprises some 35,- 


000 square miles, and was 
set 
aside., last February By .President 
Harding as a naval etl reserve. 
Some traces of oil have been found 
on its .borders, but for the most 
part its qualities and resources 
are a matter of speculation. The 
exploration recently begun is un- 
der the direction, of six scientists 
of the Interior1 Department, whose 
primary task will be to investi- 
gate 6il mining possibilities, but 
who in addition will make the 
first maps of the region ever 
drawn on scientific lines. 


Four or five summers are to be 
consumed before the exploration 
is complete, but during the pres- 
ent season It is hoped to complete 
a preliminary reconnaisance and 
determine the location of the most 
promising oO fields. For this pur- 
pose the geologists and topograph- 
ers and their camp hands have di- 
vided into three parties, in file 
aope that by this means-most of 
the tract' can be covered before 
winter begins.

Hie few facts Tcnown about tbe 
district are tfiat it consists main- 
ly of a flat and barren land near 
the seacoast, a narrow strip of 
which has been visited by white 
men, and tbat in the south it in- 
cludes a high barren range of 
mountains. It is bounded on the 
north and west 
by the 
Arctic 


Ocean, on the south by the Endi- 
cott Range, and on the east by the 
Golville River. 


Whalers and a few other hardy 
adventurers have visited the coast 
and several small posts have been 
organized. Several oil companies, 
lave sent prospectors to look over 


permits for exploitation of the re- 
sources-have been granted. In 
places the surface oil is said to 
have been collected in small ponds 
ana fuddles, and seai-softd tei1 
residues have been reported. 
"Whether the federal 
govern- 
ment will undertake the develop, 
ment of_the territory will be de- 
termined later. The working sea- 
son would be so short, however, 
and-the difficulties of drilling, 
storing and transportation -o im- 
mense, that unless oil 1? discover- 
ed in great quantity lea-e« -n.nl be 
granted to private firm-. ' 
Since the area is situated cntli i- 
y within the Arctic Ciicle, not 
only would 
transportation 
<li=- 
tances be great, but the cold would 
irevent a working season of more 
ban a few months each year. The

This tomb is situated m LacSa- 


laenga, Skaane, the' most southerly 
province of Sweden, aad until a short 
time ago it lay buried beneath ten 
different strata of eath. 
Built of 


large stone slabs, it has a central 
chamber about ten feet by five. 
Aroand it is a.circular pavement of 
slabs, from which radiate a number 
of curious walks marked by stones. A 
considerable quantity of human and 
animal bones were found, together 
w.Oi flint dancers'and spesr Pleads. 


But the most interesting discovery 


was that of about 7,000 fragments of 
ornamented vases, which had been 
thickly strewn outside the tomb. The 
shattering of these vases probably 
took place, according to the archeolo- 
gists, in connection with heathen re- 
ligious ceremonies. The shaping of 
the weapons end the ornamentation 


of the vases indicate an advanced 
civilization. 


The Lsckalaecga tomb is estimated 


to bo about 4,000 years old, but the 
Swedes have evidence that their 
country was inhabited at least 1,030 
years before this tomb was built. A 
skeleton of that period, now on ex- 
hibition m Gothenburg, was found 
in an ancient oyster bed, ma*y miles 
inland from the present seacoast, at a 
gcmt from which the sea began re- 
ceding during the Stone Age.

be considered the most recent high- 
water mark for workers in industry,' 
the investigators point out that many 
plants have announced increases of 
10 to 15 per cent. 
"It is true," the report continues, 
"that wages were at their highest 
levels in 1920, but the cost of living 
was also high at that time." 
Later, the investigators find th" 


cost of living declined more raniUJy 
than earnings, and in 1922 wages 
again began to nse, "first as a result 
of longer hoawworked and later be- 
cause of wage increases." 


The report, based on ft study of 


conditions in plants employing 600,- 
000 workers, estimates the campara* 
tive excess of rising wages over ris- 
ing living costs was between 17 and 18 
per cent greater in May, 1923, than

The Moscow govern- 
ment is diverting all possible busi- 
ness to Petrograd, and is making im- 
provements in the harbor to enable 
large ships to enter with safety as 
they did in the days before Bolshe- 
vism'worked ruin to the port which 
has lain idle for so long, 


The Moscow government holds no 


kindly feeling for Latvia and Esth- 
onia, and naturally does not care to 
have the.ports of Reval and Riga 
continue to' be gateways to Russia, 
as they were in the days of the czar. 
Ice troubles axe far less in 
Reval 


and Riga than in Fetrograd. Bolshe- 
vist efforts to keep Petiograd open 
through extremely cold weather have 
not been very successful, and tee 
Russian government was very unhap- 
py over the necessity for shipping a 
large amount of American 
Relief 


Administration supplies through the 
ports -of the new Baltic states rather 
than through Petrograd. 


A recent census in Petrograd show- 


ed the city now has ever half a mil- 
lion inhabitants. This was some- 
thing of a surprise, as it was at one 
time believed to have fallen to 300,- 
000. 
But the housing conditions are 


so good there, as compared with con- 
ditions in Moscow, that the popula- 
tion of Petrograd- which remained in 
Bnssia is apparently drifting back 
to the old capital. 
Zinovieff, the 


head of the Petrograd soviet and 
chairman of the Third International, 
Is making a vigorous effort to bring 
Petrograd back, Odessa and the eth- 
er Black Sea ports are being neglect- 
ed in favor of Petrograd.

In 1895 he took three acres that no one else wanted; it 
Was such a r(x;k pile. Patiently he .set to work, digging up the 
boulders. Finally he had the .stone.s all removed and the soil 
bearing crops. Gradually, with profits .saved from hi.s har­ 
vests, he bought more rock pile. Now he has 80 acres, 10 
tlevotcd to crops which support him and his family, and 70 
acres of forest which he planted. 
Jake used his 20,000 cartloads of stones to build a beau­ 
tiful wall around his farm and a fine highway along one .side. 
He and his wife can take things more easily now, for their 
nine children—whose living w'a.s wrested from as hopless-a- 
looking strip of land as can be found almost anywhere—now 
are assisting in the work.

“In order that logical estimates of 
the situation can be made,” the offi­ 
cial report said, "certain assumptions 
are made as to the general situation 
which is supposed to exist.

“Strained, relations between Blue 
and Black have recently been made 
more tense by a cruise of the Black 
fleet in the Eastern Pacific

Admiral E., composed of seven battle­ 
ships, 38 destroyers and two destroy­ 
er tenders, nine submarines and one 
submarine tender.

(ialapagos Islands, where they join­ 
ed the Black Base Force and Train 
and a number of fuel and cargo ves­ 
sels under other flags. A fter repair 
and re-fueling the entire Black fleet 
sailed with the announced intention 
of visiting Magdalena Bay and Amer­ 
ican Pacific waters. 
“The Blue government, in view of 
the threatening situation, has order­ 
ed,the majority of ships of the Blue 
fleet to Atlantic Coast yards for over­ 
haul.

ing five battleships, 25 destroyers, 
1(5 submarines and three tenders.
